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WILL THE STATE OF THE FEDERAL FINANCES 
BRING THE AMERICAN CIVIL WAR TO AN END? 
Art the outset of the American struggle it was believed that 
money would be the strong point of the Federal States ; it 
is now believed that it is precisely their weak point. There 
isan old maxim that war can be made to support itself. 
There is another newer but often cited maxim that a nation 
never knows its trae strength until it is bankrupt. These 
dicta would seem to indicate that the war would grow in spite 
of the apparent ruin of the Federal finances. Yet the almost 
universal belief of competent men of business is that this 
min will be fatal to the Federal hopes. What is the truth ? 
Was the original notion that pecuniary opulence was the 
principal advantage of the Northern States truer than the 


| now prevalent idea that the financial poverty of the North 


will soon bring its military operations to an ignominious con- 
clusion? Can such a civil war as is now raging across the 
Atlantic support itself, or must it be paid for in hard cash 
contributed by the Federal States in one form or another ? 
These questions are so important that it is necessary to 
disenss them fully, and so involved that it is difficult to dis- 
tetas them concisely. We must begin by clearing away a 
fallacy which encumbers the subject. Many people fancy 
that because the New York Banks and the Federal Treasury 
have ceased to pay in coin, and have begun to pay in paper, 
the war must soon die out of itself. But this error is funda- 
Mental. During the greater part of our struggle with Napo- 
leon there was not a guinea of coin in actual circulation 
throughout England : we subsisted upon paper, and debated 
at great length whether such paper was .or was not depre- 
What a Government needs for war is not coin but 
Commodities. It needs the food of soldiers, the clothes of 
rs, guns, gunpowder, and means of transit. With 
it can go on; and unless it can obiain them it must 
we The question to be diseussed is, will Mr Lincoln long 
able to obtain them ?

When people say that the war will support 
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an army being enormously stronger than a pacific population’ 
ean exact a subsistence from it. Again, when it is laid down 
that no Government knows its true strength until it is bank- 
rupt, the ultimate meaning is that no Government will 
quarter its troops upon its subjects till it is obliged. A 
nation like Austria, with provinces of various nations, and 
troops of various nations, can quarter in each province 
troops who are principally foreiguers to it, and such troops 
will levy all they want from the surrounding country and 
cities. Until there is a necessity such tyranny will not be 
ventured on, buat at a bankruptey it will, and a most 
effective resource it is. But is confiscation an. expedient 
open to the Federal Treasury? The best mode of using 
it is to get into the enemy’s country, and at present 
the precise difficulty of the Federal Government is that 
they cannot penetrate into it. It is irony to tell General 
McClellan to maintain his troops, as Napoleon used to do, by 
the plunder of hostile provinces, for he is still in the familiar 
quarters in front of his own capital, And while he remains 
in the Federal States it is needless to observe that’confisea- 
tion is out of the question. These States are just now 
neither thriving nor glorious, but they are not yet reduced 
to maintaining a tyrannical army by the plander of their 
own towns and cities. It is not yet a question whether Phila- 
delphia shall pay so much a day to an army at its gates; and 
if that should become a question, the war with the South will 
assuredly be at an end. If the Federal army should ever be 
maintained by internal exaction, the ind ce of the 
South will be eomplete and indestructible. We should not 
diseuss this part of the subject at such length save to be rid 
of the dictum that war will maintain itself. 


Will, then, the United States be able to obtain what they 
require by loan or by taxation, or by a combination of the 
two? There ought to have been no difficulty in their doing 
so. Nothing has occurred to show that the original notion 
of the superior wealth of the Federal States is erroneous, 
and much has occurred to show that it is true. The re- 
sources of the Confederate States are a mystery, but we 
know that their principal reliance is on a paper currency 
which is represented by nothing, and on an army supported 
in part by voluntary efforts. If the Federal States had been 
modest as well as rich,—if they bad raised an army of mode- 
rate extent, say 70,000 men orthereabouts, with good officers, 
which for that number they might have found, and rigid disci- 
pline which among that number they might have enforced,— 
there would have been much military advantage and no finan- 
cial difficulty. Such a force, well handled, would probably have 
been superior to any which their adversaries have ever been 
able to concenrate on any single point, though their dispersed 
levies are numerous enough. nd for the support of any 
moderate force,—say for double what we have allowed,—the 
Federal finances would, under proper management, have 
been ample. The ordinary revenue of the Federal Govern- 
ment used to be about 14,000,000¢ annually, and it easily 
could have been raised to 30,000,000 at the outsetof the 
war from so vast a country, with such a trade, with so large 
a people, and so much industrial energy. We cannot 
make a Budget for the other side of the Atlantic; but if a 
heavy direct tax on property or income, payable at once, 
had been imposed at once at the begiuning of the war, the 
revenue must have been as much as we have stated. Under 
good management, it might perhaps have been raised to 
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40,000,000/, though, considering the heavy State taxes of | endeavouring to borrow, say 100,000,000 a

might easily have borrowed 20,000,000 or 30,000,000/ 
more for several years, and have then defrayed an annual 
expenditure of 60,000,000/ sterling.

And this included the foree for the defence of India and all 
our scattered colonies. Unquestionably this force of ours 
would have routed the Confederate States from the face of 
the earth. If the military expenditure had been kept 
within moderate bounds, the wealth of the Federal States 
must have ensured them long military prosperity. We do 
not believe that they could ever have held the unwilling 
South in permanent subjection, but they might have 
obtained over them triumphs and victories. They might 
have vanquished all visible forces, and only have yielded at 
last to the inert resistance of millions of men loosely scat- 
tered over a vast territory. 
But we all know that this wise policy has not been fol- 
lowed. The military expenditure at Washington is known to 
be beyond example useless and enormous. The inefficient 
waste of the public departments there surpasses every pre- 
cedent. Figures, indeed, have failed us. Mr Chase told us 
122,00,000/ would be enough for all purposes this year; 
but his estimate is known to be far under the mark, and it is 
said that 160,000,000/ is being spent on the waralone. The 
revenue has sunk rather than augmented as yet, and it seems 
moderate to say that there must be more than 130,000,000/ 


new taxes or by loans, as long as the present expenditure 
continues. Will this vast amount be obtainable ? 

Taxation to such an extent is out of the question. Even 
in England we could not probably raise by taxation so 
large an amount. And loans will not be easily obtained. 
America is in its wilder provinces a new country, and 
in its oldest is a new country as compared with England. 
In every new country capital is scarce and valuable, 
and it is so because it is closely invested. It is employed 
in supplying the essential wants of human life, and yields in 
so doing a high profit, because industry is lucrative and the 
best land only is under the lightest cultivation. Capital is 
searce in colonies, and what little there is is inextricable. It 
cannot be got at for the purposes of a sudden loan to Govern- 
ment. Much of America is of course now far different from 
a new colony. But in all ordinary times the rate of 
interest at New York, the focus of the industrial commu- 
nity, is always double and often more than double the common 
uropean rate, which proves that capital is there scarce and 
costly, as we should expect it to be. Such a country isa 
very bad one for Government loans, and to that coun- 
try the Federal Government is now confined. If the 
President had proposed, and Congress had adopted, an 
efficient system of direct taxation at the outset of the strug- 
gle, the European credit of the Government might have been 
preserved. At a price they would have got some money, but 
now they will not get a sixpence in Lombard street or on 
the Continent, no matter what interest they offer. Even 
the railway companies are making most tempting offers to 
seduce English capital across the Atlantic, although their 
security is better than that of the Government, for the rail- 
way is sure to exist, and political combinations, which no 
one can foresee may annihilate the Federal Government. 
Mr Chase is now restricted to his own market, and, as we 
have shown, it is the market of a new country, where capital 
is exceedingly scarce (to our notions) in ordinary times. The 
money market of New York is undoubtedly much 
easier than usual. But we must not attach too much im- 
portance to this ease of the moment. All money markets 
are delicate, and a small one like New York is very delicate. 
A very few millions left over in consequence of the stagna- 
tion of trade would soon reduce their rate of interest far 
below its ordinary rate. It is a quality of money that a 
small excess causes a great diminution of value. Mr Chase 
oe therefore, have only a most narrow market for his 
oans.

THE BILL OF THE LORD CHANCELLOR TO 
FACILITATE 'THE TRANSFER OF LAND. 


Tur elaborate and very able Bill which Lord Westbury has 
introduced into the House of Lords to facilitate the transfer 
of land in England, well deserves the most careful attention 
aid examination. No measure could more accurately exem- 
plify the precise position at which, after many contrivances 
and many attempts at legislation, the subject with which it 
deals has at length arrived. On that very account, however, 
some preamble of principles and circumstances is needful to 
make any attempt at its discussion useful or intelligible. 


The transfer of land thirty years ago was loaded 
with encumbrances, of which the easiest to remove have 
been removed, while the most costly and the most diffi- 
cult to eradicate still remain. The first encumbrance was 
the state of the law respecting real property. Thirty 
years singe the whole legal history of England might be read 
in every Uealing with it, and the deeds relating to such deal- 
ings were unintelligible verbiage to those who were unac- 
quainted with that history. In the middle ages, England 
was above all things a feudal country. Land was not then a 
Mere commodity to be bought and sold like a sheep or a 
horse :—it was the foundation of the national system of mili- 
tary defence, and almost the whole of human life had a 
reference to it more or less distinct. Its possession involved 
a duty then, not only as now of morality and conscience, 
but a legal duty enforced by heavy penalties and branching 
out into onerous incidents. Entuails, too, as in all feudal 
countries, were perpetual. The great family which owned 
the soil, and which was answerable for its defence, was inde- 
struetible save by the failure of heirs, or by confiscations just 
or unjust. A single generation, such was the policy of the 
law, could not spend and consume its hereditary estate—could 
not abdicate the position which its ancestors had gained for 
it—eould not divest itself of the place which it had taken 
and of the functions which it had assumed. 


By a series of legal stratagems, the Courts of Law and 
ity abolished this state of thiogs wholly and entirely, 
Without the intervention of the Legislature,—in spite of the 
Legislature, we might almost say,—land was in the time of 
the Tudors emancipated from the principal feudal obligations ; 
it passed readily from hand to hand by sale and by purchase ; 
ho perpetual entail respecting it was possible. The judge- 
made law of a later time has abolished both the statute law of 
the middle ages and the common law. But the devices,—the 
dodges it would not be out of place to call them,—by which the 
was effected were of necessity very complicated: the 
fansition from a medieval to a modern community involves 
Sjourney of many steps. Each of these steps required a 
‘parate stratagem, and up to the present century,—up to 
1832,—the whole history of every one of these stratagems 
Was still legible in the forms of ap ordinary conveyance, 
; and that conveyance seemed gibberish to those who were 
Waware how exceedingly practical those curious devices 
Were. -A deed forty years ago was incomprehensible because 
tt'was a “cabinet of antiquities.” The simple mercantile 
| Waasaction of modern times was loaded with the complexities 
had made it possible in old times. 
All this rubbish has now been swept away. Legal reform: 
a remunerative calling for twenty years. It has 
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brought men—most able men—-to distinction, wealth, and 
power. ln consequence all our easy reforms have been 
effected. It was not very-difficult to find simple words to 
accomplish that which complicated words were acco 
ing. The law of land has been immensely simplified, and 
the terms of an ordinary conveyance in a simple case are 
now plain and intelligible. Sanguine men hoped that when 
this had been effected, land would of necessity be easily and 
cheaply transferable. But two much more subtle and 
ineradicable influences remained to counteract it. 

First, it is the practice of Englishmen to introduce 
optional complexities into landed property. In the middle 
ages the tenure of land was the basis of a military system: 
it is now the basis of a domestic system. Families: are | 
provided for by various interests in estates,—the greater 
Interest to one, the lesser to another—a present interest | 
for life to one, a life interest in expectancy to a second, 
an absolute ownership, after many years and many events, 
to a third. The land is used to secure a certain and indefea- 
sible provision for minors, for wives, for widows, for unborn 
persons. Often no single person can be produced upon a field 
to say he owns that field. It is held by a little Parliament 
of persons, and every year a birth may add to the num- 
ber of them. Land, too, is used as the best security for 
loans of money. Every one of these many owners of the 
divided inheritance who is compos mentis and fit to manage 
his own affairs can raise mopey on his interest in the soil, 
and each one of these mortgages is a new complication with 
which the Jand is burdened. Ata sale each of these compli- 
cations has to be unravelled. 


Nor is this all. There is a second difficulty :—What is 
ownership? Suppose a man stand on a field and says, “ I 
own this field,” are you to believe him? He is “in 
“sion.” Suppose he is farming it, as he says, for himself, or 
receiving the rent of it from another,—is that a proof of 
ownership ? We all know that it is not. A mere casual 
intruder may occupy an estate for years, and at every assizes 
there are many ejectments of wrongful possessors. . We have 
to investigate not only possession, but the right to possess. 
And this isa very serious matter. Land isa permanent thing ; 
each generation deals with it in its time, and by its continued 
endurance it survives them all. To know that a person has a 
right to sell you a piece of land, you must know that no 
other person has a valid claim to it. Lapse of time will 
bar claims no doubt, but that time is in all equitable 
systems of jurisprudence considerable. By the law of Eng- 
land a man must pursue his right within twenty years; 
if he neglects it longer, he forfeits it. To prevent ignorant 
and feeble persons from being deprived of their property 
this interval cannot be shortened. Yet its effect is to keep 
open claims for a long period. Suppose an estate under. a 
will is first to go to A for life, then to B for life, then to C 
for life, and to D in absolute ownership. A is turned out, 
and B and C neglect their succession; do not hear of it very 
likely. But their neglect must not hurt D; he should not 
suffer from any default but his own. According}y, at the 
death of C, D has twenty years to pursue his right, and if 
you give successive claimants that period each, half a cen- 
tury is soon gone. 

In the early days of legal innovation just after the Re- 
form Bill, many persons who should have known better 
fancied that these evils would he cured by what was then 
called registration. Sir John, afterwards Lord Campbell, pro- 
posed that all deeds and all transactions relative to land should 
be registered, and that no deed should be effective and no 
transaction valid unless the specified record was inscribed at 
the specified place. But a little consideration showed that 
this suggestion would not lessen the existing complications at 
all ; it would only. show precisely what they were. The 
necessity of a permanent record of every transaction would 
perpetuate the memory of all transactions. It would 
augment the existing detail rather than diminish it. One |) 
great advantage, indeed, the scheme possessed. No deed 
could be kept back for a fraudulent purpose ; nothing could 
be concealed,—for all documents were to be collected and ac- 
cessible. But even this advantage was purchased by the 
possibility ofa new fraud. The person who could get his deed 
registered first was to enjoy the results of that deed ; if, 
therefore, a second mortgagee could steal a march upon the 
first, and be registered first, no one could oust him, and an 
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irrevocable injustice would have been committed. But 
whether the advantage thus gained was less or greater than 
the price at which it was obtained, we need not discuss now. 
The registration of assurances has long been abandoned, 
because it was seen that it would not accomplish the result. 
It would not make the transfer of land cheaper than it now is. 


After the rejection of the registration of deeds, an expedient 
often confounded with it, but really differing from it in every 
essential particular, was suggested. This is called the regis- 
tration of titles, but would be more graphically described as 
the registration of selling powers. The object desired is to ren- 
der land equally saleable with stock or shares, and the 
obvious method is to imitate the procedure already in use in 
the case of stock and shares. That procedure is in substance 
a refusal to recognise any but the simplest species of owner- 
ship. The registry of stock at the Bank is a registry of 
persons who have complete selling power over it: no life in- 
terest, no term of years, no subordinate rights are recognised 
there. A person who thinks himself aggrieved may, if in 
time, delay a sale by a distringas. 

But subject to the possibility of that check, the registered 
owner of stock is to all intents and purposes, in the eye of 
the Bank, the rea] owner, though in numberless cases he is 
@ mere trustee, without any real interest in the property what- 
soever. It isthe same with railway shares and railway 
debentures: the nominal owner is to all intents and pur- 
poses the real owner. In like manner, it has been proposed 
that there should be a conclusive register of Janded property, 
and that a purchaser should look only to the name in the 
register, and should derive from that nominal owner a con- 
elusive and indefeasible title. 

But to this plan there is an objection, we do not say suf- 
ficient to outweigh its advantages, yet still considerable. 
Land, as we have explained, is subject to an infinite number 
of minor interests, and the essence of the proposed scheme 
is to neglect all those interests. For the sake of simplifying 
the transfer, it neglects to ascertain who in right or equity 
should be the transferring parties; to make sales easier, 
it invents a convenient seller ; to be able to give a title, at 
the risk of injustice it creates a title. 

Lord Westbury’s Bill endeavours to steer,—whether effec- 
tually or not it will be for the legal profession and for the 
public to decide,—a middle course between both these ex- 
tremes. It provides a registered owner with a complete 
power of selling what he is registered to have. An absolute 
owner of an estate can go through a certain procedure, bar 
all other interests, place his name in the “ Book,” and give 
am indefeasible Parliamentary title to any purchaser; and 
certain specified owners, who have not the entire fee simple, 
but who yet have a large interest, can do so likewise. The 
register is conclusive (it may, it ig true, except certain 
specific claims or questions); but as far as its phrases go, 
it is unimpeachable. Any one who should lose by an 
erroneous registration, any neglected claimant or overlooked 
heir, isto be compensated out of the Consolidated Fund. 
But an absolute owner once registered may begin to com- 
plicate his estate again, and Lord Westbury only says that 
if he does, he must register all he does. The effect will be 
this. A is registered as owner of a property, and if he 
does nothing, he can sell it quite simply and easily; but 
if instead he mortgages it, or settles it on his wife, or 
makes charges for his children, or, as is often the case, does 
all these together, he must enter it in the “* Book”; the pur 
chaser must examine the record after the first registration. 
In simple cases the registrar will state the substance of a 
deed on the record; but in a perplexed case he may, and of 
course will, use the very words of the deed itself. The 
plan is in essence and in its simplest description a registry 
of indefeasible title up to a given day, and a registration of 
deeds and assurances after that day. 

We would not hastily give a judgment on a most careful 
and elaborate scheme, and the Law Lords are as good critics of 
such a measure as could be found ; but we cannot help 
doubting whether any part of the plan, save that which 
gives an indefeasible title to the first person registering, will 
be found valuable or desirable. Land, under its provisions, 
will no longer be like stock or like railway shares. ‘There 
will be an investigation not much different from what now 
takes place. The investigation may be divided into frag- 
ments it is true: some of it will be made when the deed is 
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registered as a necessary preliminary, and some of it. 
the estate is sold; but the sum total will be mugh, 
same. A purchaser will have to look intoa complex, 
of deeds and faete as much as now. 

The truth is, the difficulty is one of substance. The 
ficial ownership of land is in a very complicated state, Jf, 
recognise the reality, you require at each step much ¢ 
research ; if you do not recognise the reality, you run a risk 
of injustice. You suppose an owner who is not the real 
who may do what the latter does not wish, whe 
defraud him.

Lord Westbury likewise proposes a register of ungy 
teed titles. A person with an apparent ownership of 
specified nature may register it in the hope that by 
time it may become better, and enable him at last to claim 
an indefeasible title. But we see little advantage in the 
register of such initiatory rights. The register does not 
make their transfer easier,—does not alter their nature: one 
iota for the better or for the worse ; and as the sole objeg- 
is to facilitate the transfer of land, we see no use in 
sions which cannot have that effect. Probably, however, 
few will register an incomplete title ; it will be notice toll 
the world that they have not a complete one. 

Lord Westbury’s Bill has, however, two other admirable 
provisions. He enables the Court of Chancery, upon proper 
petition, to act asan Encumbered Estates Court, and to give 
an indefeasible title to a purchaser. Sales under the diree 
tion of the Court now only give a good title if all parties are 
before it. An absent infant may upset the wifMle. It is 
likewise provided that registered deeds should be printed,— 
and those who know how much the fear of real legibility has 
shortened Chancery proceedings will rejoice at seeing the 
same system extended. Half of mankind are utterly igno 
rant of the real state of their landed property, because they 
cannot read the vast MSS. in which alone that state is de 
scribed. Somewhat complicated the facts will often be of 
necessity and in themselves, but a sensible man of business 
habits and accurate mind would find, we will answer for it, 
a printed deed no formidable matter. The language would 
speedily become plain andsensible, if it was thought that plaia 
and sensible men would read it. 

Most of Lord Westbury’s Bill is, therefore, very excellent, 
and the dubious part is well worth the most careful thought. 
At present we are inclined to think that a simpler course 
would be better—that there should be an absolute owner of 
every registered estate in every case, as of console and 
shares—and that there would be little hardship in this, a 
registration is by Lord Westbury’s Bill to be voluntary; but 
we do not wish to dogmatise too confidently upon a subject 
which is extremely complicated, and upon which the best 
authorities are very much divided.

As before we shall need and 
shall willingly pay for large quantities of Surat from India, 
so long as it can be supplied at about two-thirds of the price 
given for Orleans and Uplands,—and for larger quantities if it 
can be supplied at a still lower proportionate cost. But so 
long as the American supply hangs over us in futurum—so 
long as we have the certain promise (as the manufacturers 
would express it), or the inescapable menace (according to 
the phrase the Spectator would prefer), of our usual two 
millions of bales from America as soon as the war ceases— 
the artificial increase of the growth of cotton in Australia, 
Africa, and the Antilles must always be somewhat perilous 
and precarious ; and the increased supply which our abnor- 
mal prices are now extracting from India must remain ob- 
viously a temporary augmentation. The Bombay and 
Calcutta merchants are perfectly aware of this. They know 
that the present demand for their article is consequent 
merely on the interruption of the American supply, and must 
cease as soon as that supply becomes again available— 
whether the event that restores it be foreign interposition or 
native exhaustion and good sense. The only effect of that 
* another year of high prices” which the Spectator prays for, 
would be to lead sanguine speculators into new fields of culti- 
vation (which would have been artificially forced into ex- 
istenee, and would be in danger of collapsing as soon as the 
artificial stimulus was withdrawn)—and to drain India of 
all that it can spare, rewarding both merchants and cultivators 
with enormous profits for the time being ;—while it dammed 


| up still longer the American crops, and thus ensured a more 


——— 


rapid and more enormous fall in price as soon as those crops 
were let loose on Europe—which sooner or later they must 
be. If,indeed, another year’s duration of the blockade was 
to disorganise and ruin for ever the American production, so 
that Orleans cotton became a matter of history—a fossil 
curiosity, no longer extant among men ;—or if it could so 
improve the character, and lengthen the staple, and clean the 
mass, of Sarat, and so augment and facilitate the Indian 
roads and means of water transport, as to render Indian cotton 
laid down in Liverpool permanently cheaper and better—or as 
cheap for the money, and as Jong and clean and strong in fibre 
as the Orleans is or could be made,—-then, indeed, the obiect 
would have been attained, and might be worth the price we 
should have paid for it. But no one cognisant of the facts 
bearing on the case, can anticipate for a moment either. 
Not only are there purposes and fabrics for which the Indian 
cotton is not and cannot be made available, and for which 
the American is admirably suited; not only, in consequence, 
does and must the latter always command the higher price ; 
but the superior American article can be produced and sent 
forward at as low a price (if not lower) as the inferior Indian 
article. We are scarcely speaking too broadly when we say 
that while 4d per lb (in Liverpool) pays the American planter 
for his cotton, 6d per lb is required to pay the Indian ryot 
for his,—for all, at least, over and above the 600,000 or 
700,000 bales which he sends us regularly in the ordinary 
course of trade. The longer, therefore, high prices last, and 
the more they induce distant and unusual quarters to exert 
themselves to send us cotton, the greater will be the crash 
and the collapse at last,—unless, indeed, (as some people 
seem to hope and wish, and almost to have taught themselves 
to believe) the Southern States could be fairly blotted out of

ries in India; and that the Government there is prepared to 
issue a limited amount of its own notes (the amount 

is limited at starting), some of which will be of very low 
denomination, and all are to be legal tender except by the 
Government itself. This exception when applied to any 
Government is a simple absurdity. In the case of a bank 
the note-holder has at least the power of molestation in his 
hands, if not of redress, and on the other side there cannot 
but be a sense of discredit and a disposition to make sacrifioes 
in his favour ; but, in opposition to a Government, he has no 
power nor can he expect any sympathy. A Government 
note, therefore, cannot in its origin be anything superiorte 
an assigoat, and must be involved with the same liabilities 
and probabilities as to its termination. 


The European States of promineut commercial importance 
which, during the last half century, have resolutely with 
stood the temptations of resorting to paper money, have been 
France, Belgium, Holland, and Great Britain. France, after 
a bitter taste of its evils, paid the price of her experience ina 
public bankruptcy; and some eminent writers are of opinion 
that Great Britain, notwithstanding her natural wealth and 
military successes, could hardly have steered clear of the like 
vortex, except for the coincidence of those wonderful inven- 
tions by which her cotton manufacturers were enabled to 
create a commodity so compact and portable, so divisible and 
so universally acceptable, as to become in no small degree a 
substitute for the precious metals in settling foreign debts, 

The advantages supposed to be gained, whether in a com 
mercial or in a financial pvint of view, by substituting paper 
for metallic money, are asserted under two or three hypotheses 
which experience gradually reveals to us are demonstrable; 
errors. 

The first of these is tbat by fair and ordinary principles 
of trade, if any man or number of men can induce other mea 
to accept their notes in lieu of coin, they ought to have the 
right to issue them of any denomination and in any quantity 
agreeable to themselves. Reasoners of this kind can know 
nothing of the nature of money, and of the functions or attri- 
butes of which it holds command in the daily business of life. 
Practically no man in his trade can refuse it. There 
might be just a spark of truth in what they say if it was the 
practice of every person passing a note to give his signatore 
and make himself collaterally responsible to the recipient; 
but in the absence of that formality it would be as ~easonable 
to assert that a man is entitled to circulate counterleit 
shillings or sovereigns. 

The second erroneous hypothesis follows naturally, thus: 
that if all persons had the liberty of issuing promises to pay, 
pledging nothing but their own solvency, these promises 
passing as money, would create, to the public advantage, 4 
general facility of borrowing. There is something so captival- 
ing in this notion that, in spite of its obvious fallacy, 1 
cannot easily be dispelled even from the minds of the very 
borrowers who haye been its victims. If the bankers and 
issuers were in the habit of lending at no interest or without 
security, then indeed there might be ground for applauding 
their public spirit and proclaiming the general welfare ; but 
when we turn to Scotland and to the other sources whence

To oppose the use of coined money, and to 
i promote the use of paper money, is only a mode of rendering 
ent money more plentiful, of increasing the cost of domestic pro- 
_ ductions, and of encouraging the importation of luxuries and 


perishable commodities. It is not therefore true, when paper 
money is substituted for coined money and thus infused into 
the currency, that it is so much additional capital to be used 
for the benefit of domestic industry, but rather the reverse 
is true; for the only use that can be made of the coin is to 
send it abruad to pay for the products of foreign labour im- 
ported at high prices. Neither is it true that paper money 
while it isredeemable in specie cannot depreciate; because 
in fact the gold, the silver, and the paper, if they are equally 
legal tender, all depreciate together, and this is shown by the 
rise that takes place, as soon as the volume of the currency 
is increased, in the price of all articles which are the subject 
of sale and purchase, 

Now, if paper money is of the apparent inutility and its 
evils are of the magnitude that is here described, why is it, 
and how is it to be explained, that Governments, such 
as that of Russia or of India, remarkable hitherto in the 
financial world for regularity and right dealing, should have 
been persuaded to adopt so baneful an expedient? ‘The 
reason may be possibly as follows :— 

The science of finance and the monetary science, which 
are apt to be confounded and regarded as common ground, 
are totally distinct at some points from each other; and the 
knowledge of these two subjects in any great perfection is 
very rarely to be found in possession of the same individual. 

The attention of the financier is naturally directed to the 
contraction of all unprofitable expenditure. His efforts of 
ingenuity are best satisfied when he can show a course of 
lighter expenditure and a larger scope of ways and means. 
Out of a given sum of taxation he is to endeavour to briog 
the most that he can into the public exchequer, taking as 
little as he can from the pocket of the tax-payer. His 
schemes of improvement are ever on the move, changing with 

ging circumstances, as it is necessary and desirable that 
they should be. 

But the man whose mind is to devise a sound monetary 
system should have quite another train of thought : his office 
8 not to cultivate a source of revenue, but to make the 
Wisest provisions for maintaining an universale quivalent 
which, having value in itself, shall be respected and accepted 
by all mankind as a measure of the value of all other com- 
modities. When this measure is once established the less 
itis disturbed the better, assuming that the coin should be 
eptin constant repair, and that the issde of bank notes 

d have been legalised on a system such as shall insure 
the public from the possibility of loss by insolvency, and, as 
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nearly as can be contrived, from the possibility of loss by 
forgery. ? 

When the power to create paper money is fastened upon 
by a Minister of Finance as a direct source of revenue, of 
which an instance is now produced in the Federal States of 
America, it can only be excused on the ground that he has 
no alternative; and this, in truth, appears to be the 
fact. Owing to a long course of highly protective legislation, 
the import duties are incapable of being increased so as to 
yield any larger revenue ; and it is well known that direct 
imposts, in times of internal rebellion, are not very easy to 
collect. The Minister is, therefore, unable to tax either 
directly or indirectly; nor can he negotiate loans, either 
foreign or domestic; not domestic, because, with vast agri- 
cultural resources, there seems to be but little wealth floating 
on the surface ; not foreign, because the memory of European 
capitalists too easily recalls instances of broken faith even 
when times were plentiful and peaceful. In this emer- 
gence, what is left to the Minister to do? He declares 
himself State issuer of paper money, and thereby takes 
possession of a seignorage which is equal to the 
whole nominal amount of such money, short only of 
the cost of the paper and the printing; and is not 
this taxation? Alas! it is so in the worst possible form. 
First, it renders that which ought to be the firm base of 
commercial transactions, tottering and unsteady ; and, next, 
it raises the price of every commodity to the Government, 
which is the same as another charge upon the people. A 
desperate expedient; beginning in financial difficulty, the 
course of it is attended by a mutability of measure (which 
money means), rendering the right interpretation of bargains 
impossible ; and terminating, should it ever terminate, in that 
wide-spread ruin and commercial embarrassment which, 
aveording to all experience, is inseparable from the only 
cure for so grievous a disorder—a resumption of specie pay- 
ments,

GRASS LAND.—HAY SAVING.—DUTCH BARN. 

Ar the Hexham Farmers’ Club, some very useful and very 
spirited papers on agricultural affairs have from time to time been 
read, and under the presidency of Mr John Grey, of Dilston, we 
always look for valuable suggestions in the proceedings of that 
club. Ata late meeting a paper by Mr Grey, in his absence, 
was read by a friend ‘‘ On the Substitution of Machinery for Hand 
and Horse-labour in Agricultural Operations,” wherein there is a 
passage which the grass-land farmer may well consider. He said :— 
It is now an established fact, that mowing can be done more cheaply, 
more evenly, and more closely by a machine than by hand, This, how~ 
ever, is not the point in haymaking on which I would insist. Let those 
who prefer to employ men with scythes continue to do so; but afterit is 
mown, the economy and expedition attending the use of implements for 
tedding and raking are most important. A light machine, with one 
horsé” and a boy, to turn the swathes of clover hay without breaking 
them ; or a tedding-macbine, with the like horse or boy, to catch up 
meadow hay and toss it into the air, leaving it thin and even over the 
groupd—each of these does the work of fifteen to twenty men and 
‘women with forks and rakee, and much more effectually. This opera- 
tion being repeated as occasion may require, is followed by a horserake, 
to bring the hay into wind-rows in the course of the afternoon; and 
then the Jabourers must be called to put it into cocks, to stand for a day 
or two, and then be put into pikes, or taken to the stack or Dutch barn, 
such as is now much in request. Thiok of the advantage of this mode 
of making hay by a man, a horse, and light machine, with all your hands 
hoeing turnips till mid-afternoon, and then ooly required to make the 
wind-rows into cocks before the dew-fall in the evening. I have a son 
settled in Ireland who makes a great deal of hay in a climate still more

mowing eight acres in s day of unbroken weather, after telling you one 
good man drives and manages the machine, which is drawn by two 
horser, with thehelp of a boy to sharpen the knives, which are easily 
changed when they become blunt, and otherwise help him to move 
grass out of the way, if need be, at the turnings. To the ex- 
pense of labour must be added the wear and tear of implements, the 
first cost of which is as follows:—Wood’s mower, 22/; tedder, 16/; 
horserake, with steel teeth, 7/; three wooden horserakes, 4/ 10s—total, 
49/ 108,—all of which have been used by my son for six seasons, and are, 
he says, little worse. With a fair allowance for wear and tear, and for 
the work of two horses, aman and a boy, the mowing may be said to 
cost 698 day, or 2san acre, whereas such grass could not be cut by 
seythe for less than 4s or 4s 6d.

e reference to the “Dutch barn” mentioned in the above 
passage led a correspondent of the North British Agriculturist to 
make an inquiry on the subject, which, being referred to Mr Grey, 
— the following practical description of the “ Dutch 

” — 

Dilston, Jan. 31, 1862. 


S1z,—The Dutch barn which you inquire about is merely a roof raised 
on pillars and open on all sides, except perhaps in situations exposed to 
strong west winds, in which case it may be pradent to wall the west end 
up, to secure the slates of the roof against being lifted or displaced. 

The advantages of such a building for storing hay are—That it is 
permanent, and saves the yearly covering with straw secured by ropes of 
the same, which are expensive, and also perishable, hardly lasting into a 
second year. This is a great saving, especially on grass farms in bill 
countries, where straw for covering is not produced. Another and 
greater benefit is, that whenever a few loads of hay have been made, 
they can be carted and built up in this barn, in sections or leets, begin- 
ning at one end, and so proceeding by degrees till all is secured, instead 
of leaving it in the field exposed to rains, till enough has been got to 
form a stack, and then, when all hands are collected to build it, to the 
risk of a wet day to stop the work and injure the hay. 

The cost of such a building is, including cartage of materials, generally 
about one pound for every ton of hay it is calculated to hold, namely, 
80/ for a barn which will contain 80 tons of hay, and so on, diminishing 
a little in proportion to its increase of size. 

Such buildings are much in favour among tenants, especially on hill 
farms, on the estates under my management, some of which I have made 
lately, for which they willingly cart the materials and pay interest at 
5 per cent. on the outlay. The following are the dimensions ‘and cost of 
one built last summer, the pillars of which are of cast metal. Pillars are 
at times made of entire larch trees, peeled and covered with coal tar or 
painted ; but in the end, I believe, the cast-iron pillars, set in solid free- 
stone and filled with sand to a certain height, are the best.

Exclusive of cartage. The tenants often put up eaves’ spouting them- 
eelves, to protect the hay from water falling from the roof and being 
blown inwards.—I am, &c., JoHN GREY.

Much 
hay would be saved which is now spoiled, or at least injured in wet 
seasons, and the saving of time, labour, and money to the tenant, 
from the possession of such buildings, would be very great.

An Imperial decree of some importance has been promulgated 
to-day. It enacts that pig iron, purified cast iron called mazee, 
old iron, hoop iron, angle and T iron, and other of irregular 
forms, sheet iron, steel in bars or sheets, and cop rolled, whe- 
ther pure or mixed with other metals, may be brought into France 
free of duty to be made into vessels, machines, apparatus &c., or 
to receive a degree of workmanship,—subject to the condition: of 
their being re-exported. This privilege is, however, only to be 
extended to the ironmasters, engise builders, and manufacturers 
of articles in metal who may prove that they have received orders 
from abroad, or who generally manufacture for export. The 
decree contains a long series of regulations to be observed on the 
importation of the said metals, and on the.export of articles made 
from them. It ishoped that the decree will be as advantageous to 
engine-builders, ironmasters, &c., as that for allowing foreign 
fabrics to be brought in free of duty to be printed, subject to ex~ 
portation, has been to cotton printers. 

The interest on Treasury bills has this day, by order of the 
Minister of Finance, been reduced to 2} per cent. for those of from 
three to five months, 3 for those of from six to eleven months, and 
3} for those of a year.

Faitures aND MERCANTILE EMBARRASSMENTS.---The letters 
from Madrid state that a meeting of: creditors of Messrs 
H. O'Shea and Co., bankers, who lately failed, took place on 
the 12th instant. The proceedings commenced with a pro- 
position from the firm to take the estate as it stood, in 
which case the widow of the late Mr O’Shea would waive 
her right to about 10,0007, left for her benefit in the firm, 
and not liable to the general debts. By this means it was 
estimated that the creditors would receive about 10s in the 
pound, the liabilities being 280,000/, and the assets subject 
to realisation about 140,000/. After considerable discussion, 
however, the proposal was withdrawn, and at the request 
of the Judge of the Tribunal of Commerce, who presided 
officially, three assignees (syndicos) were appointed to take 
charge of the estate under his direction. At this stage 
some indignant remarks were made, and resulted in a second 
offer from the firm, which the Judge refused to entertain, as 
by law a second proposition could not legally be made on 

day, and, consequently, adjourned the meeting. A 

few creditors then presented a protest, and the case will 

ve to come before the Supreme Tribunal before any further 
steps can be taken towards liquidating the estate. 
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At the Court of Bankruptcy on Tuesday, Mr Peter Morri- 
son, the manager of the Bank of Deposit, having failed to 
surrender, was proclaimed an outlaw. A decision of the 
Master of the Rolls has been given, by which the depositors 
in that unhappy concern are made liable as contributories for 
the general debts. 


Pus.ic Compantes.—The annual meeting of the Bank of 
Egypt took place on Monday, when the report was adopted, 
and a dividend declared at the rate of 7 per cent. per 
annum, free of income tax. The net profit in the past 
half-year, including the balance of 3,729/ brought forward 
from the last account, was 13,554/, and after the present 
division 4,804/ will remain to be carried to the current six 
months. The debt due from the late Prince El Hami Pasha 
has now been reduced from 162,0007 to 21,500/, and this 
amount is amply secured. The old dependencies, consisting 
of injudicious advances on land by the late managers, have 
been reduced from 120,000 to 80,0002. It is considered 
inexpedient to press these properties for sale, as by taking 
advantage of opportunities they may ultimately be realised 
without Joss. ‘The Directors have appropriated 5,000/ out 
of the earnings of the past half-year to meet any deficiency 
on this account, in addition to the reserve fund already held 
of 11,3207. The rate of exchange by the last advices was 
94%, which, at the parof 974, is more than 2} per cent. in 
favour of the assets of the Bank. The Directors continue 
to repose the greatest confidence in the honesty of the 
Viceroy, and are desirous to facilitate his proposed negotia- 
tion of a loan. In answer to questions, it was mentioned 
that the reserve is not specifically invested in Government 
securities, but remains in the general assets of the Bank. 
The branch at Cairo has yielded a profit of 2,757/, but now 
that railway facilities are atforded between that city and 
Alexandria, it may become desirable to abolish the smaller 
establishment, as there appears a probability that the busi- 
ness may be equally well conducted at Alexandria and at 
less cost. 

At a meeting of the Red Sea and India Telegraph Com— 
pany, it was explained that the arrangements for surren- 
dering the cable to a new Company, agreed to at the last 
meeting, had received the concurrence of the Government, 
and only awaited Parliamentary sanction. The line was 
given up on the Ist February last, and steps were imme- 
diately taken to make it available. LKvery exertion is being 
made by the new Company to restore communication, and 
and there appear reasonable grounds of success. The Go- 
vernment have agreed to promote a Bill before Parliament, 
to provide for the payment of 4} per cent. guaranteed in- 
terest to the old shareholders for the unexpired portion of 
the stipulated term of 50 years, so as to avoid any further 
difficulty such as was experienced last year. 

A meeting of the Clarendon Consolidated Mining Company 
of Jamaica took place this week, when a report was pre- 
sented stating that the Directors had fully expected that the 
explorations of the mine would have been further advanced 
ere this, and that the delays which have occurred are chiefly 
due to the unusually heavy rains. The heavy pumps required 
for sinking the A shaft below the 94 fathom level were 
only erected in time to commence the work in November, 
but since then they have proved of satisfactory efficiency. 
The prospects of the mine are generally encouraging. The 
balance in hand on the 31st of December last was 4,5711. 


At a meeting of the Oriental Inland Steam Company on 
Wednesday, it was stated that the prospects of the Company 
are encouraging, and that no difficulty is experienced in 
filling their barges. Trade on the Indus is increasing, and 
the operations of the Company in this direction held out 
every prospect of success. In Calcutta the Soane had been 
launched, and was intended to have started on her first 
voyage on the 14th instant. By the next meeting it is 
hoped that a satisfactory dividend may be declared. After 
some discussion, a resolution was carried adopting the 
report. A motion was then made that no farther outlay 
should be incurred in building vessels without the sanction 
of the proprietors, but it was eventually determined by a 
large majority to leave the question to the discretion of the 
Board. 

A meeting of the English and Australian Copper Company 
was held yesterday, when a report was presented stating 
that deliveries from the South Australian Mining Associa- | 
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tion in the twelve months ending the 30th of June, 1861, 
were 16,268 tons, that the ore shipped to England was 6,435 
tons, and that the ore smelted at the works was 11,728 tons. 
The make of copper has been 3,086 tons, and the shipments 
1,009 tons. The works have proceeded with increased 
vigour throughout the year, the only important event being 
a temporary strike at the New South Wales collieries, which, 
however, produced no loss or inconvenience to the Company. 
The average price of copper. during that period has been 
1007 18s per ton, but, by care and judiciously selecting the 
periods and places for sale, the Company's copper has 
realised an average of 101/ 7s, or 9s above the market rate, 
but 5/ 0s $d less than in the preceding twelve months. The 
works at the port have been opened, which will afford the 
means of considerably economising the expenditure in the 
colony. The accounts showed an available balance of 
9,7441. After a long discussion, the report was adopted 
and a dividend declared of 2s 6d per share. It was also re- 
solved to add 875/ to the reserve fund, which now amounts, 
with interest, to 10,7502. 

At the meeting of the Berlin Waterworks Company on 
Thursday, a resolution was carried adopting the report and 
approving the proposed distribution of ls 6d per share free 
of income tax. After this appropriation, a balance remains 
to be carried forward of 897/. It was mentioned that, not- 
withstanding the want of the governmental and municipal 
patronage which the Company had been induced to expect, 
the operations of the past half-year show satisfactory pro- 
gress. The number of applications for water services during 
that period were 294, or 36 more than in the previous six 
months, of which 249 were accepted. The increase in the 
houses connected with the mains has been 202, containing 
1,010 families, and in addition 165 houses are now being 
fitted. The expenditure has augmented, but not in propor- 
tion with the revenue. Comparing the gross earnings of 
1861 with 1860, it will appear that in the former year they 
were 14,122/, and the latter 11,0872 only. 

A meeting of the Mercantile Fire Insurance Company 
will take place on Monday week, to consider a proposal of 
an amalgamation with the North British. 

The report of the Southampton Dock Company has just 
been issued preparatory to their meeting next Wednesday. 
It states that the available balance is 8,450/, out of which a 
dividend is proposed for the past half-year at the rate of 
34 per cent. per annum, leaving 2,144/ to be carried for- 
ward. The dividend at the corresponding period of last 
year was 3 per cent. only. 

The Trust and Agency Company of Australasia notify 
that they are ready to take up loans on debentures for the 
purpose of investment on mortgage in Australia and New 
Zealand. The Company are empowered only to invest their 
funds on mortgage, and the constitution of the Company re- 
quires that uncalled share capita! shall at all times exist suf- 
ficient to liquidate the whole amount borrowed. The pro- 
prietary is highly influential. 

The prospectus of the London India-Rubber Company 
has been issued.

FRIDAY NIGHT.

The stocks are still kept very low. No change of importance hes 
taken place in tbe value of iron; but the demand for coals has 
ruled heavy, on easier terms. 

MANCHESTER, Feb, 20.—The yarn market has been higher to 
the extent of 4d to jd on the lower and medium numbers up to 50’s, 
whilst the higher numbers have remained dull and without 
change. The business has been chiefly in water twist in the 
bundle for export, and in werps for the Burnley district, where a 
slight return of temporary activity has been imparted by the 
animation in printing cloths noted last week. In other districts, 
there has been some earnest shown in the activity to be expected 
in working up Surats. Some spinners who used only American 
have recommenced on full time with Surate, but expect that 
the produce will not be sufficient to employ their usual com- 
plement of looms much more than half time, owing to the slow- 
ness required in preparing the Indian staple. Another circumstance 
which attracts attention, is that the numerous mills which’ have 
been woven empty and stopped, will require from one to two 
months on restarting, before any of their production can be deli- 
vered. So that from all causes, a radical diminution in weaving is 
now ensured for at least four months, and some of the buyers who 
have not ample supplies secured beforehand are beginning to look 
anxious. The total amount sold this week is very unlikely to be 
under the average now produced, and is probably much over.

Trarric Receirts.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom amounted for the week ending the 8th of February, on 10,066 
miles, to 467,026/, and for the corresponding week of last year, on 9,853 
miles, to 483,640/, showing an increase of 213 miles and a decrease of 
16,6142. The gross receipts on the 14 principal railways amounted in 
the aggregate, on 6,406 miles, to 350,479/, and for the corresponding 
week of 1861, on 6,274 miles, to 367,364/, showing an increase of 132 
miles, and a decrease of 16,8857. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHARE MARKETS, 
LONDON, 


Monpay, Feb. 17.—The railway market to-day showed increased 
buoyancy. Compared with Saturday, Sheffield advanced 1} per cent., 
Great Western }, and most of the other leading stocks } to 3. South- 
Eastern was a fraction lower on the decline in the traffic. The final 
prices were generally at the best point of the day. In the colonial mar- 
ket, Grand Trunk improved to 254.to 3, and Great Western of Canada 
to 12§ to 3. Foreign descriptions remained firm, especially Brazilian, 
French, and Great Luxembourg. Bahia left off at { to 1 premium; San 
Paulo, 3 to 4 premium; Lombardo-Venetian, 2 premium; and Great 
Luxembourg, 10} to §. New Brunswick and Nova Scotia Government 
debentures were quoted higher. In American securities a rise occurred 
in Erie shares. The principal transactions in mines were in the foreign 
department, St John del Rey and Scottish Australian showing an advance. 


Tuespay, Feb. 18.—The railway market was buoyant during the 
greater part of the day, but closed rather less firm than at one perioi. 
After regular hours Midland and Great Western especially relapsed, 
leaving off } 10 § per cent. lower than yesterday. South-Eastern also re- 
ceded 4 per cent.
